Mayor Barred from Appointing

Goals |and’ objectives of a 
proposed| pre-care and after- 
care program 

Primary goals are pre-care 
and after-care services 


Secondary goals of this pro- 
gram ar¢: (1) a more direct re- 
lationship with the consumer of 
mental health services; (2) re- 
duction in the rate of readmis- 
sion to state institutions. 

(3) Greater inter-agency co- 
operation; (4) more community 
involvement and awareness of 
mental jhealth problems and 
services;| (5) greatest coopera- 
tion’ and) working relationships 


with other community care giv- 
ers, such as police, local (non- 
state) hospitals, schools and 
physicians. 

Program methods: 

The design of this program 
reflects the cooperative _ pre- 
planning efforts of several 
mental health facilities—name- 
ly, Madison County Sub-zone, 
Zone VII; Madison County Unit, 
Alton State Hospital; Madison 
County Mental Health Society, 
Quad-Cities Center, Granite 
City; Madison County Mental 
Health Center, Inc., Alton; and 
Specialized Services, Inc., Al- 
ton. 

Four Teams in County 

The program design is to pro- 
vide a highly mobile team of 


after-care and pre-care. workers 
with capability to extend them- 
selves into the patient's com- 
munity, hence, moving the de- 
livery of services ‘to the patient 
population. in- the community. 

There would be four after- 
care teams operating within 
Madison County. 

As referred to earlier, Madi- 
son County, through the com- 
bined cooperative efforts of 
Madison County Sub-zone of 
Zone VII, the Madison County 
Mental Health Society Quad- 
Cities Center, the Madison 
County Mental Health Center in 
Alton and Specialized Services, 
has agreed upon a division of

A fiery crash involving two 
autos and a Granite City fire 
truck claimed the lives -of a 
Mitchell man and his 7-year-old 
son at 7 p.m. Friday, at 27th 
Street and Madison Avenue. 

Three firemen were injured, 
one seriously, and a passenger 
in the third vehicle also was 
treated for injuries, 

Killed were Charles David 
Marshall, 35, Rural Route Two, 
Box 777M, and his youngest son, 
Darren, 7. The gas tank of the 
Marshall auto exploded and 
burst into flames when struck 
by the fire truck. 

Driver of the fire truck, En- 
gineman Robert Strotheide, 32, 
of 2101 Clark Ave., sustained a 
compound fracture of the left 
hip and thigh, a fractured pel- 
vis, a possible back fracture 
and internal injuries. He was 
treated at St. Elizabeth Hospi- 
tal and later transferred to Jew- 
ish Hospital, St. Louis. His con- 
dition was reported serious, but 
not critical. 


Admitted to Hospital 

Also injured were Fireman 
Raymond Romine III, 25, of 
2832 Wayne Ave., who was 
struck on the head by a falling 
object, suffered head bruises 
and back strain and was admit- 
ted at the hospital;- and Mrs. 
Lenore Stegelmeyer, 35, of 2872 
Ralph St., a passenger in the 
third vehicle, who suffered con- 
tusions of the scalp, underwent 
x-rays of the skull and spine 
and was released. 

Fireman Thomas Jenkins, 27, 
of 2438 Grand Ave., who was 
riding on the rear of the fire 
truck suffered. a minor injury 
but refused hospital treatment.

Site Selected 


The permanent facility for 
the School of Dental Medicine, 
Southern Illinois _ University 
Southwestern will be construc- 
ted on an 80-acre site located 
on the local campus east of 
the academic core. 

A presentation about the site 
was made to the SLU Board of 
Trustees at their March meet- 
ing, held Friday at SIU-SW. 
The site is between the fan- 
shaped parking lots and Illinois 
Highway 157. 

Gene Trotter, associate uni- 
versity architect, told the trus- 
tees that this is the area ear 
marked in the SIU-SW master 
plan for professional school use. 

He said four other sites were 
fully investigated first by the 
project architects Smith, Hinch- 
man & Grylls of Detroit, and 
then by the professional staff 
of the Associate University Ar- 
chitect’s office. 

The five sites were: 1-an 
area west of University drive 
near the south entrance to the 
campus; 2-the site selected 
which is directly east of the 
academic core; 3-a tract in the 
northeast corner of the cam- 
pus; tract near the Missis 
sippi_ River Festival site and 
5th acreage near the campus 
housing facilities. 


All. sites were analyzed’ by 
the following criteria: traffic, 
capacity, utilities, relationship 
to the academic core; growth 
and staging, master plan rela- 
tionship, physical site, subsur- 
face conditions and ecology. 

Trotter told the trustees that 
subsoil conditions on all’ sites 
were not serious problems and 
that, depending on growth pat- 
terns, ultimate development of 
any of the sites would require 
a sub-central utility plant 

Trotter told the trustees that 
the site selected, between the 
parking lots and Highway 157, 
has the most satisfactory traf- 
fic situation of any of the five 
proposed. 

It provides major highway 
access from all directions, would 
require minimum road con 
struction and is easily acces- 
sible from any future regional 
mass transit system along the 
Illinois Terminal Railroad 
right-of: way. 

Parking Available 


In addition, there is a pos- 


sibility of using existing park- 
ing areas, and the site chosen 
provides easy pedestrian access 
to the academic core area of 
the University. 

The site also allows for the 
greatest amount of usable 
building space of any of the 
sites. and its topography pro- 
vides the best potential for long 
range development. 

Ecological advantagi 
also cited by Trotter. The area 
could be developed without any 
drainage problems and would 
require little destruction of ex 
isting vegetation, trustees were 
told

100,000 Accidental Poisonings Occur 
Annually; Greater Caution is Urged 


“As few as three or four iron 
pills can kill a young child,” 
warned David E. Davis, assis- 
tant chief pharmacist at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, in noting 
that “National Poison Preven- 
tion Week” begins through the 
United States today. 

A proclamation designating 
this week as “Poison Preven- 
tion Week" was issued during 
the weekend by the mayors of 
the Quad-Cities 

“Most people think of power- 
ful drugs and household clean- 
ers when the consider poison- 
ings,” the St. Elizabeth 
Hospital pharmicist stated 
“But, as few as three or four 
iron sulfate tablets can be toxic 
to a child. Other seemingly in- 
nocuous drugs and agents can 
be even more deadly.” 

100,000 Poisonings 

In proclaiming “Poison Pre- 
vention Week’ on a nation-wide 
basis, President Richard Nixon 
emphasized that more than 100,- 
000 accidental poisonings occur 
in America each year. 

Almost three-fourths of the 
victims are children under 5 
years of age. The annual na- 
tional observance is an effort to 
awaken the public to the dan- 
gers of accidental poisonings 
and to publicize methods for 
reducing the tolls of injuries 
and deaths, Davis said 

In the United States last 
year, children swallowed such 
products as aspirin, lye, bleach, 
gasoline and furniture polish, he 
noted 

“Our problem is clear, the 
pharmacist said, “It is to edu- 
cate ourselves and others re- 
sponsible for the care of chil- 
dren in the proper use of these 
products and to remember that 
each time we store, handle or 
dispose of such products impro- 
perly, we are the source of a 
potential poisoning accident to 
a child.” - 

It was pointed out that the 
curiosity of the child under 5 
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years of age is one of the major 
contributing factors to this mas- 
sive slaughter. Children will 
imitate what they see others 
doing, especially adults. 

High Annual Toll 

Many thousands of others — 
teenagers, adults, oldsters 
are injured annually because 
of accidental poisonings, Davis 
said. In today’s chemical so- 
ciety, potent agents of death 
and injury are all around us. 

He cited a recent news arti- 
cle which reported the story of 
a 12-year-old girl and her 15- 
year-old friend who swallowed a 
number of pills left lying 
around by a relative of the 
young girl. One died shortly 
after being admitted to the hos- 
pital and the other was uncon- 
scious from the ovredose. 

Davis said an investigation 
of the poisoning disclosed the 
cause as a left-over prescrip- 
tion drug that had not been 
used for some time. The inci- 
dent did not occur in the local 
community, he noted. 

Adults also make mistakes; 
the wrong medicine taken, a 
car not adequately ventilated; 
a garden spray inhaled or left 
on the skin. There are no age 
liimts in poisonings, Davis said, 
and the pharmacists of our 
community urge everyone to 
join them in observing “Nation- 
al Poison Preventing Week” 
through Saturday. 

Mixing Chemicals 

Recently there has been re- 
ported. an increase in poison- 
ings. Many have occurred when 
the homemaker was faced with 
stubborn stains and decided to 
combine two different cleaning 
agents, such as bleach and 
bathroom bowl cleansers. 

This type of combination can 
result in the liberation of cho- 
rine or bromine gas, or both, 
depending on the cleaners mix- 
ed. The gases are poisonous 
and, if inhaled, can lead to 
serious injury and sometime 
death, Davis cautioned. 

The St. Elizabeth Hospital 
pharmacist offered this drug 
safety advice for National 
Poison Prevention Week and 
every week: 

Store all medicines, insecti- 
cides and rodenticides out of 
the reach of children, prefer- 
ably in locked cabinets or 
closets. 

Never leave lye, polishes, 
kerosene and other household 
chemicals on a low shelf or 
floor. 

Never leave dangerous solu- 
tions in drinking glasses or be- 
verage bottles. 

Adequately vent all combus- 
tion engines. 

Prevent inhalation of spray or 
fumes when painting and ap- 
plying insecticides. 

‘Always refer to medicine by 
its proper name; never call it 
“candy.” 

Read the Labels 

Take or give medicine in 
well-lighted rooms and always 
read the label. 

Clean out medicine cabinets 
regularly, especially discard 
prescription drugs no longer 
used.

For directions in the proper 
use and storage of all drugs, 
household health necessities and 
first aid equipment, contact a 
pharmagist, Davis said.

Regional Report -- Illinois Airport Still in Spotlight 


(Illinois Metro East Industrial 
Development Corporation) 

‘The second major airport has 
remained in the news. Three 
possible locations for the new 
metropolitan airport in Illinois 
have been confirmed by the ex- 
ecutive director of the St. Louis 
Metropolitan. Area Airport Au- 
thority, Arven Saunders. 

The three general. locations 
are Columbia, Troy and east of 
Scott Air Force Base. Petitions 
opposing the new proposed air- 
port are being circulated in 
Monroe County, 

The Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration has estimated that the 
air terminal for the proposed 
airport would cost nearly $150 
million, site preparation another 
$80 million, and runways $72 
million, 

The development cost of an 
airport at Cedar Hill is estimat- 
ed by the FAA at $140 million 
more than at Columbia. 

A second potential 

souri site, Foristel, has the 

same development costs as 

Columbia, but is 19 miles 

further from the current 

center of passenger origin, 
the FAA reports. 

It was estimated that the air- 
port could provide basic eco- 
nomic support for about 60,000 
people. ‘Support for locating 
the airport in Illinois was voiced 
by Sen. Charles Percy. 

The Mississippi River Festi- 
val, one of the major cultural 
attractions of the St. Louis re- 
gion, came under fire, Follow- 
ing an article in the Chicago 
Tribune, it was revealed that 
it cost $800,000 to prepare the 
MRF site in the summer of 
1969. 

Most of the money came from 
funds paid by federal agencies 
to Southern Illinois University 
to reimburse the university for 
indirect costs incurred in the 
carrying out of contract proj- 
e Currently, such. money 
can be spent in any manner 
which the university sees fit 

Little state of Illinois tax 
money is involved. 

Major costs in preparing the 
site were $127,573 for architec- 
tural services, $108,336 for 
erection of the stage, $100,9: 
for tent erection and mainte 
nance, and $90,041 for electrical 
services.

Formed Consultant Firm 

Unlike ‘other*employees 
though, Blaser did not go to 
work directly for the state. In- 
stead he and Allen Anderson 
formed a management consult- 
ant firm to deal only with the 
state, because, Blaser said, 
“this would give us independ- 
ence of action from the person- 
nel of the agency who are so 
often influenced by the title a 
person carries.” 

Blaser was sharply ques- 
tioned on this by the commit- 
tee. 

Blaser's firm did a variety of 
tasks for the state. It hired peo- 
ple for income tax collection, it 
reorganized the Department of 
Revenue, it recruited a man- 
ager for the state fair and last 
September it began a study of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Blaser said attempts to work 
with agency head Clarence 
Klassen met with little success. 
“Information came to us very, 
very slowly and in an incom- 
plete form.” 

Called by Governor 

February 2, while on vacation 
in Florida, Blaser received a 
phone call’ from the Governor. 
“He told me he was relieving 
Clarence Klassen and asked if 
I would take the job.’ 

Last week acting - director 
Blaser learned he might not be 
permanent director. By a 13 to 
9 party line vote the committee 
yoted not to confirm him. 

“The fight against pollution 
is entering some of its roughest 
phases.” Blaser said. “It’s go- 
ing to take someone who can 
manage to balance off some of 
the conflicting aims of society 
in setting prioritees and getting 
the ‘jb done.

The year 1947 was a turning 
point. Granite City Steel Co. 
approved payroll deductions 
for the Credit Union loans, fol- 
lowed later that year with ap- 
proval for share deductions. 
From that time up to the pres- 
ent, the Credit Union grew by 
leaps and bounds. 

By 1949 assets had grown to 
$125,000 and membership was 
up to 1,1 

Until 1957, the Credit Union 
office was located on plant pro- 
perty, when growth forced a 
move to the present day proper- 
ty owned and operated by em- 
ployes off Granite City Steel Co. 
at 1517 East Twentieth St 

Assets have grown to $7,35 
388 with membership of 6,725,

The physicians could 
not control it, and Rev. Cotton 
Mother's idea “Witchcraft is 
the most nefarious high treason 
against the Majesty on high . . . 
a witch is not to be endured on 
heaven or on earth"—helped to 
perpetuate what happened at

A niece and daughter of a 
parish clergyman were seized 
by convulsions and swelling of 
the throat, and all the symp- 
toms produced by hysterics. 

The belief that evil spirits in 
the form of witches were per- 
mitted to afflict the people was 
soon widespread, Terror took 
possession of people's minds 
and held it about six months 
The afflicted and the accused 
became so numerous that no 
person was safe from suspicion 
and its consequences.

phone call home last week. 

The surprise phone call came 
at 5 a.m. Granite City time 
and 7 p.m, Vietnam time to 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Matyas, 
5209 Lakeview Drive. 

The parents of six boys, the 
couple has a second service 
man son, Private Roger Mat- 
yas, who enlisted in the Army 
on Feb. 18, Currently he is 
taking basic training at Fort 
Leonard Wood, Mo. 

Sgt. Matyas is stationed in 
the Tan An area, south of Sai- 
gon. The base is about 100

Program to Cut Public Aid 
‘Cost is Urged by Simon 


Lieutenant Governor Paul Si- 
mon has called for a four-point 
program to reduce public aid 
expeditures in dilinois. 

Simon pointed out that public 
aid expenditures have grown 
from $141 million for fiscal year 
1956—when he was first elected 
to the legislature—to $1.1 billion 
for the 1972 fiscal year. This 
will be an increase over the 
current fiscal year of $275 mil- 
lion. 

He urged that every. possible 
resources and effort be directed 
towards “maximizing job op- 
portunities for those on public 
aid. Those on public aid who 
are potentially employable must 
be given every opportunity for 
a meaningful livelihood.’ 

Before this can be accom- 
plished, Simon suggested that 
revisions be made in public aid 
procedures. 

He outlined these points: 

1) Those who are blind, total- 
ly and permanently disabled, 
and receiving old-age assistance 
should not come under the juris- 
diction of the Department of 
Public Aid. The negative in-

come tax could be applied to 
these people without any diffi- 
culty. In doing this, they would 
have an opportunity to live in 
dignity without the costly bu- 
reaucracy and red tape involved 
in present public aid programs. 
Need Day Care Centers 

2) Day care centers must be 
developed and supported by 
churches and businesses, as weil 
as government. Mothers and 
dependent children must be en- 
couraged to seek work opportu- 
nities, thus helping themselves 
financially and enriching their 
homes culturally, They will be 
able to do this knowing that 
their children are cared for. 
This will he a major step to- 
ward ending this waste of hu- 
man lives and public resources, 

3) The Illinois State Employ- 
ment Service should work more 
imaginatively with the Depart- 
ment of Public Aid to place em- 
ployable public aid recipients 
in the private sector. Efforts 
should be made by both the em- 
ployers and the state to train 
recipients for jobs: As a last 
resort, government should pro- 
vide employment to those recip- 
ients who cannot be placed. It 
is better that these men and 
women be given an opportunity 
to make some contribution to 
society for their compensation 
than that their lives be subsi- 
dized by a degrading dole. 

4) The-lieutenant governor 
also urged the federal govern- 
ment to assume the cost of pub- 
lic aid and establish standards 
with some flexibility for cost of 
living increases. 

“The federal assumption ‘of 
costs, together with the estab- 
lishment of national standards, 
will reduce some of the exces- 
sive movement from state to 
state by welfare recipients 
which now costs all of us, not 
nly in public aid dollars, but 
in school problems, housing dif- 
ficulties and other problems of 


our society,” Simon noted,

Ilinois Lieutenant Governor 
Paul Simon has asked Gover- 
nor Richard B. Ogilvie to re- 
store the names of at least 95 
villages, towns and cities his 
administration removed from 
Illirteis 1971 state road map. 


In a letter to Ogilvie, Simon 


“Since T come from a small 
town —.Troy — I may be prej- 
udiced, but I recommend that 
you take action as soon as pos- 
sible to restore the names of 
communities that have been re- 
moved from Illinois’ main road 
map. 

“T feel that these omissions 
work a great disservice on the 
affected communities and may 
have a negative effect on their 
economies,’’ Simon noted. ‘‘Sev- 
eral mayors of |these commun- 

my feelings on this 
matter. 

“At a time when your ad 
ministration proclaims ‘In The 
New Illinois We Accommodate,’ 
I maintain that we aren’t 
comodating’ these villages, 
towns and’ cities and the 789, 
448 Lllinoisans who live there. 

Simon said today, “Even 
though this practice of placing 
smaller communities on the 
back of the map may be long 


standing, it can lead eventual- 
ly to the complete omission of 
a community on the index. The 
villages of Mettawa in Lake 
County and Cleveland in Henry 
County, for example, this year 
disappeared completely from 
the map index although they 
still appear on the back of the 
map. Anyone |looking for these 
villages on the map would be 
completely frustrated in locat- 
ing them. They would appear 
from the index to no longer 
exist.”” 

Simon said the names of 
towns in Madison county that 
have been eliminated from the 
map include | Troy, Roxana, 
Maryville, Glen Carbon, God- 
frey, Hamel and Hartford.

WOODY GROUND COVERS 
Some woody ground covers 
can be mowed each spring to 
remove excessive vines and 
maintain a uniform planting. 
Woody ground covers like 
creeping euomymous (winter 
creeper) and Creeping honey- 
suckle (Halls honeysuckle) 
gradually develop a “brush 
pile” of vines to destroy the 
low growing effect you desire. 
A tall cut of 3% to 4 inches 
with your lawn mower in late 
March will trim off and grind 
up this mass of stems. The pro- 
fusion of crowns will promptly 
produce new growth and re- 
store an attractive cover. 
Crown Vetch develops a 
blanket of hay during the sum- 
mer and fall which becomes 
dark colored and unattractive 
during the winter. Mowing in 
early March will grind up this 
dead hay and produce a uni- 
form cover without injuring the 
crowns or removing the mulch- 
ing effect of the vines. 
Perennial ground covers like 
Ajuga, Japanese spurge, peri- 
winkle, strawberries and ground 
ivy will easily survive annual 
mowing but the ground cover 
effect is destroyed for several 
weeks 
BURNING GRASS 
Burning grass in wooded 
areas, ditches and along fences 
@estroys a vital process in the 
survival of existing grass and 
wildflowers. Dry grass and 
dead leaves muich the soil to 
prevent erosion, protect dor- 
mant plants and return humus 
to the soil. Burning injures the 
crowns of grass plants and Kills 
sapling trees. Germinating 
seed and wildflowers are de- 
stroyed as well as habitat for 
ground birds and small animals.

3. authority of the mayor to 
make 30-day appointments; 4. 
authority of the mayor to make 
30-day appointments of officers 
of the city; 5, whether such ap- 
pointments can be made with- 
out the consent of aldermen 
and whether or not the mayor 
can fix compensation for the 
appointees; 6. whether the ald- 
ermen or the mayor have the 
authority to appoint a fire chief 
and a police chief. 

The text of Judge White's 


will discuss questions 
One (1) and Six (6) together, 
as the court is of the opinion 
that they are so, interwoven 
that it would be useless to dis- 
cuss them separately. 

In order to. resolve this ques- 
tion, it is necessary to review 
certain ordinances pased by 
the city council of Granite City. 
The city passed a. municipal 
code in 1959 which created a 
Board of Fire and Police Com 


missioners as provided by law. 


(Section 8.101 of the Municipal 
Code of Granite City, Illinois.) 
The same} Code created the 
Police Department (6.001) and 
the Fire |Department (7.001). 
The appointment of all police 
department members was vest- 
ed in the Board except the chief 
of police and the appointment 
was given to the mayor with 
the advice and consent of the 
city coungil (6.003). The same 
was true of the fire chief (1-003) 
and members of the fire de- 
partment. 

In 1970, Ordinance .No. 2674 
and Ordinance No. 2675 were 
passed by the Council overrid- 
ing the mayor’s veto. The effect 
of Ordinance No. 2674 was to 
take the power of appointment 
of the fire chief away from the 
mayor and invest said appoint- 
ment with the city councli. Ord- 
inance No. 2675 had the same 
effect with the chief of police. 
Other changes were made in 
each department, but we are 
not concerned with them in 
this proceeding. 

Created by Law 

The Board of Fire and Police 
Commissioners in Granite City 
is a creature of the Legislature 
(See Chapter 24 IRS 102. 1-1) 
and city |council action (Sec. 
8.101). The Board has the pow- 
er of appointment of all mem- 
bers. of the departments, “in- 
cluding the chief of police and 
the chief of the fire depart 
ment, unless the council shall 
by ordinance as to them other- 
wise provide.” (24 IRS 10-2 
1-4) 

The Court has found no case 
where the question of legality 
of an ordinance granting the 
city council authority to appoint 
the fire chief and chief of po- 
lice has, been passed on. The 
Court is familiar with the case 
of People ex rel Cadell V. 
Board of Fire and Police Com- 
missioners) of the City of East 


St. Louis (103 NE 2 666) where-Court holds this is a valid ex- 


in the question presented con- 
cerned the appointment of an 
assistant fire chief. The -city 
council had passed an ordin- 
ance giving the council power 
of appointment of assistant fire 
chiefs. The court held this to 
be an invalid exercise of the 
council’s power but made the 
following statement: 

“We agree with defendants 
that in granting to the city 
council the power to appoint 
the chief, one of the purpose 
of the luegislature was to en- 
able the ‘council to formulate, 
promulgate and carry out gen- 
eral policies of its administra- 
tion”. (103 NE 2 666, at 668.) 
From this language, it would 
appear the council has the pow- 
er to enact legislation giving 
them the power to appoint the 
fire chief. 

It is the holding of this Court 
that the City Council has the 
power to pass Ordinances No. 
2674 and NO. 2675, that the 
Ordinances in question are con- 
stitutional and that it is valid 
exercise of the council’s power 
under the statute in question, 
ie., Chapter 24, IRS 10.2-1-4.) 
Therefore, at the present time, 
the power of appointment of 
the fire chief and chief of po- 
lice of Granite City is in the 
city council. 

Authority with Board 

The court is also of the op- 
inion the Mayor of Granite 
City has no power to appoint 
or employ, at the present time, 
personnel to administrative 
duties in the police department. 
This power to appoint is now 
invested with the Board of Fire 
and Police Commissioners of 
Granite City, Illinois. Concern- 
of the various members of the 
police department, the power 
to prescribe rules’ and regu- 
lations is given to the chief 


ercise of the power of the city 
council in accordance with the 
language of 24 IRS 10-2.1-5, 
which states: 

“No such rule shall be made 
by the board to govern the op- 
eration of the police or fire de- 
partment or the conduct of its 
members unless the governing 
body of the municipality spec- 
ifically authorizes the Board of 
Fire and Police Commissioners 
to make such rules”. 

In regard to Question two, 
three and four, the court is of 
the opinion that these questions 
are controlled by the Municipal 
Code of Granite City, passed in 
1959 and more particularly, 
Chapter Ten, thereof. Section 
10.101 of said Code reads as 
follows 

“10.101, Appointments. Unless 
otherwise provided by statute 
or ordinance, the mayor with 
the consent of the council, shall 
make appointments to fill all 
appointive offices; all city em- 
ployees shall be selected by the 
mayor in absence of provisions 
to the contrary.” 

Terms of Office 


10.102, Aerms of office ;and 
vacancies. Every appointive of- 
ficer of the City shall hold of- 
fice for a term of one year or 
until his successor is appoint- 
ed and qualified unless it is 
otherwise provided by ordin- 
ance. Employes selected shall 
serve so long as their services 
are desired.” 


The court has not had its 
attention called to any ordin- 
ance which have repealed these 
sections other than the police 
department and fire _ depart 
ment ordinances i 

The Court is, therefore, of 
the opinion that the mayor has 
the following appointive | pow- 
ers 

a. All appointive offices are 


of police and the council. The made by the mayor with the said personnel 


consent of the Council and all 
appointive offices are for a per- 
iod of one year. 

b. Employees are selected by 
the Mayor and they serve as 
long as their services are de- 
sired. 

The court is of the opinion 
that the Mayor has no authority 
to make 30-day- appointments 
either of appointive offices or 
of employes. 

In regard to question five, 
the courts also is of the opion 
that the mayor has no power 
to fix salaries or compensation 
for any of the appointive offices 
or employes. This is a legisla- 
tive action resting solely in the 
province of the city council. 

The Judge’s Order Said: 

Complaint for declaratory 
judgement and answer thereto 
called for determination.

Venice Township Budget 
Cut; Annual Meet Set 


A 1971-72 operating budget of 
$193,850 for Venige township—a 
decrease of $4,114 below last 
year’s appropriation of $197,964 
“has been posted for public in- 
spection by the town board and 
will be subject to final approval, 
along with a tax levy bill, in an 
annual electors meeting April 
13. 

The new budget embodies de- 
creases in the town fund and 
general assistance funds, but 
part of these are offset by a 
rise in both the road and bridge 
fund and the municipal retire- 
ment fund. 

While the budgét. shows only 
slight deviation from last year's 
figures, the tax levy due for 
approval at the annual electors 
meeting is expected to be con- 
siderably higher than that of 
last year —fixed at $132,830 — 
because of Supreme Court rul- 
ings last year that divides sur- 
plus fees ‘of the town collector 
among all taxing districts rath- 
er than allocation solely to the 
town fund. 

In the past the township has 
received from $35,000 to $45,000 
each year in surplus fees re- 
ceived by the town collector for 
collecting Venice township 
taxes. The new ruling that 
these fees must be divided pro- 
portionately among all tax 
agencies of the township on the 
basis of their tax rates will de- 
prive the town fund of these 
fees. As a result, the new tax 
levy is expected to approxi- 
mate the full amount of the 
budget. 

Electors to Meet 

Arthur “Cooper” Moore, su- 
pervisor of Venice township, 
said the town electors meeting 
will be held in the Venice city 
fall at 1:30 p.m. April 13 to 
approve the new budget and the 
tax levy. However, new legis- 
Jation passed last year permits 
the town board to give final 
approval to the budget and tax 
levy without confirmation of the 
electors, at the annual meeting. 
The law still requires, however, 
that the electors’ meeting must 
be held. 

The new Venice township ap- 
propriation sets up $73,050 in ex- 

penditures out of the town fund,

for general assistance ‘(wel- 
fare), compared with the 1970-71 
budget of $89,168. 

The road and bridge fund 
budget estimates expenditures 
at $24,630, up slightly from last 
year’s figure of $22,580, while 
Municipal Retirement fund re- 
quirements during the 1971-72 
fiscal are projected at $11,250, 
up from $10,250. 

Last year, because ofrincome 
in tax cdllectors fees—prior to 
the change caused’ by the Su- 
preme Court ruling—Venice 
township réquired a tax levy of 
only $25,000 to meet the $75,966 
in projected expenditures of the 
town fund, Without those fees, 
next year, taxes are certain to 
be increased to make up for 
the loss. 


The new budget provides town 
fund expenditures including 
$32,200 for compensation to:town 
officers, an increase of $600 
over last year’s $31,600 figure. 
Town officers’ expense is pro- 
jected at $27,950 compared with 
$30,230 last year, and other 
services and ‘expenses are es- 
timated at $9,800, compared 
with $12,936 last year. 

Welfare’ Costs 

Total projected expenditures 
for general assistance’ purposes 
are set at $84,920 in the new 
budget, down from $89,168 last 
year. A’ breakdown of estimat- , 
ed expenses for this fund in- 
cludes $46,000 for home relief 
purposes down $5,000 from last 
year’s $51,000. 

Expenses. for administration 
of the general assistance fund 
are projected at $19,520, com- 
pared with $18,668 a year ago. 
Hospitalization costs ‘are esti- 
mated at $17,100, up from $15, 
000. The contingency budget of 
the general assistance fund is 
unchanged at $2,000. 

In the road and bridge fund, 
the appropriation of $24,630 for 
all purposes includes $15,000 for 
maintenance of roads ($11,650 
last year); $5,050 for road oil- 
ing ($6,350 last year); weed 
elimination, $840 (same); ad- 
ministration, $2,740 (same), and 
contingency, $1,000 (same).

Honeycomb Classroom--Attempt to 


Achieve Privacy,

Oné of the rooms at Avery 
Coonley School in Downers 
Grove is so popular that every 
once in awhile they have to lock 

t up to! keep the third and 
fourth graders out. 

I’s not a gymnasium, a 
snack bar or an amusement 
center. It is a regular class- 
room — but of decidedly ir- 
regular furnishings. 

“Life magazine called it “a 
room full of one-room school- 
houses.” One of the students 
summed up. her feeling about 
the place this way: 

Spaces 

Peaceful, Quiet 

Learn, Listen, Beautiful 

All hooked together 

Spaces 

What they are talking 
about is a cluster of 24 
“truncated octahe drons’” 
that are like nothing so 
much as a room-sized hon- 
eycomb. Each child has a 
five-foot-wide . cell of his 
own equipped with carpet- 
ing, a drop-down chair, col- 
lapsible desk and light. He 
can decorate his space any- 
way he chooses. 

He can have visitors or 
not as he chooses. Some 
faces of the 14-sided cells 
are open for crawling in 
and out and for talking to 
the teacher or classmates. 
They are three stories high. 
At Avery Coonley they are 

called. ‘learning spaces” and 
initial returns seem to show 
that the tenants are not only 
likingythem but learning more 
in them, too. 

Said the girl who wrote the 
poem: “It feels like a fort, and 
it’s really for private work.” 

The gyy who dreamed up this 
room full of one-room school- 
houses is Larry Busch, a young 
instructor of design at South- 
ern Illinois University. 

When he tried to recall his 
grade-school days in hometown 
Champaign he thought about 
the rare moments of «privacy 
and self-expression that lent so 
much to the early-learning ex- 
perience. 

So when Avery Coonley ap- 
proached the SIU design depart- 
ment—at that time Busch was 
a graduate student — about a 
system of modifying the class- 
room environment in such a 
way as to boost learning, 
Busch started thinking privacy 
and_ self-expression. 

He went to the books and 
found only one that dealt with 
the environmental side of 
schools. It said that if you pro- 
perly landscape a school you

have fewer

Busch asked himself: What 
would you build if you wanted 
to create the best of all learn- 
ing environments? What would 
you do to heighten a child's 
interaction with others and at 
the same time with his learning 
tools and his own thoughts? 

The three-tiered honeycomb 
plan resulted. At first, Avery 
Coonley (a well-heeled private 
school) was cool. But, later, 
they decided to try a prototype 
which Busch built himself. 

The kids loved their private 
spaces and the teachers warm- 
ed up. Now, they say, they'll 
never go back to anything else. 

The children say they en- 
joy being able to do things 
without a couple of dozen 
pairs of eyes staring back 
at them. They like the con- 
trol they have over their 
own little chunk of space. 

After regular class ses- 

sions they can go to another 
room with individual work 
tables (also designed by 
Busch) or to their honey- 
comb city. Mostly, they 
head straight for the hive, 
frequently taking off their 
shoes before they crawl in- 
side. 

Mrs. Lucille Kaut, 50 years 
in the elementary school teach- 
ing business and a respected 
proponent of _ individualized 
teaching, got rid of her tradi- 
tional desk when the cluster of 
polyhedrons went in. 

She claims that the new ar- 
rangement — she standing out- 
side an open panel chatting 
with the tyke resident inside— 
lets her give 100%, attention to 
the job. And she says she's 
learning more herself. 

The Institute for Educational 
Research in Downers Grove 
has been part of the project 
from the start. It’s financed by 
upwards of 32 different school 
districts, and the ‘ honeycomb 
classroom idea is growing. 

A teacher in Wilmette over- 
came her boss’ skepticism, in- 
stalled a test room and even 
uses an unoccupied polyhedron 
herself. 

Busch is satisfied that his de- 
sign is a promising step toward 
relieving the static condition of 
the schoolroom — “Today we 
find ourselves teaching modern 
math in a plastic and stainless 
steel imitation of the colonial 
schoolhouse.”” 

His hope now is to get a pilot 
honeyc project going in 
some il city ghetto, where 
kids rarely have any private 
moments of any kind. 
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Arts Council Could 


The Mississippi River Festival board de- 
serves “commendation for continuing its plan- 
ning: for a third Mississippi River Festival 
concert series this July and August, despite the 
curtailment of financial assistance from South- 
ern Illinois University. 

But the 1971 season is not assured at this 
point, SIU-SW will need.to continue to make

While, regrettably, some of 
the “so-called experts” _ have 
failed to take a strong ‘stand 
on marijuana and are telling 
the kids that it is all right to 
use it, former drug addicts who 
have ceased using it take a 
strong position on the danger 
of all drugs. 

The greatest danger of drugs 
is that the user eventually finds 
his life revolving around drugs 
instead of involved with the ex- 
citement of life itself. 

The schools and _ parents 
should recognize a responsibility 
to warn students of the risks 
involved in the use of drugs. 
If you youngsters have a brain 
in your head, don’t try to find 
out if you are an addictive per- 
sonality.

Mounds Area Needs to Be Acquired by State 


The Cahokia Meunds State Park has been 
called the single most important archaeological 
site in the United States. It is situated near 
Horseshoe Lake State Park, for which site ac- 
guisition is in its early stages. 

Because the Cahokia Mounds Park does 
not yet have sufficient land, because the Horse- 
shoe Lake Park is progressing with agonizing 
slowness, and because a logical link-up between 
the two parks has not yet been accomplished, 
it seems wise for the situation to be reviewed 
with Henry Barkhausen, director of the Illinois 
Department of Conservation. Such a discussion 
has been arranged for April 12 in Springfield. 

Awareness of the park needs by the Illi- 
nois General Assembly and Illinois Building 
Authority is important, along with the Illinois 
State Museum, which will be asked to develop 
the Cahokia Mounds area as an archaeological 
and tourist attraction. And the Conservation 
Department represents a key ingredient, 
through its power to plan, recommend and im- 
plement park development. 

Prompt action at Springfield is advisable 
to prevent the loss of historic land to private 
and commercial development. Areas of special 
concern are Rattlesnake Mound, south of the 
present Cahokia Mounds Park boundary, and a 
group of mounds north of Interstate 70. 


Tragic 27th-Madison Crash Shows Need for 
Changes in Emergency Vehicle Procedures 


The tragic crash between an auto and a 
Granite City fire truck Friday night occurred at 
the hazardous intersection which has been the 
subject gf comment here in the past—27th 
Street and Madison Avenue. 

The accident caused two deaths and, in- 
jured several persons. It is not necessary to de- 
termine the precise responsibility for it in order 
to conclude that additional steps should be 
taken to prevent such collisions in the future. 
Here are our suggestions: 

1. Additional traffic control markings and 
procedures at 27th-Madison, which has had far 
more than its share of serious crashes. 

More cautious operation of emergency 
vehicles as they proceed past stoplights or stop 
signs 

3. Installation of more easily heard warn- 
ing devices, such as the new type of horns with 
alternating tones.

Laws Affecting Checks Outline 
Liabilities and Responsibilities 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


Checks are a common way of 
transacting financial matters 
and keeping records, but many 
people don’t understand the 
jaws that. apply to their use. 

A check is a legal written 
order to, your bank to pay the 
stated sum ‘to thé person you 
name. 

In legal terms, you are 
the “drawer,” the person 
you name is the “payee,” 
and your bank is the 
“drawee.” All three have 
responsibilities and 
have liabilities under the 
law. 


It is not wise to make out a 
check to “cash.” If lost or stol- 
en, it is very easy for anyone 
to cash. For this reason, we 
suggest you make a‘check pay- 
able to cash only when you are 
immediately ready to use it 

When the payee receives your 
check, he must endorse it in one 
of three ways before receiving 
money: 

(1) An = “endorsement — in 
blank’ means your check is 
payable to the bearer and may 
consist of a mere signature: 

(2) A “special endorsement” 
means he writes the words 
“pay to the order of (Mary 
Jones)" . above his signature. 
The check can't be validly 
transferred until Mary endorses 
it 

(3) A “restrictive endorse- 
ment” means the payee desig- 
nates it for a specific purpose, 
such as a deposit toa checking 
or savings account. 

When a number’ of persons 
endorse a check, unless they 
otherwise agree, they are liable 
to one another in the order in 
which they endorse it. It is pre- 
sumed this is the order in 
which their signatures appear 
on the check. 

If you spell out the 
amount one way and write 
it numerically artother, the 
bank will use the word fig- 
ure, unless the words are 
ambiguous. Then the nu- 
merical figure will be used. 
Handwritten terms take 
preference over printed or 
typewritten terms. 

The law also states that the 
negotiability of a check “is not 
affected by the fact that it is 


undated, antedated or postdat- 
ed.” 

The bank presumes the date 
on the check is the correct date 
when the funds are available. 

If someone altered the 
amount on your check—chang- 
ing $8 to $80—your bank prob- 
ably would be the. loser, . It 
could deduct only $8 from your 
account. But if the bank can 
show that your negligence led 
to the alteration, it may proper- 
ly charge your account for the 
amount of the check as altered. 

Banks must know the signa- 
tures of their own depositors, 
even if they might be clever 
forgeries. However, you are ex- 
pected to examine your state- 
ments and cancelled checks 
within a ‘reasonable amount of 
time” after receiving them. 

If you find a check not 
written or signed by you, 
inform the bank. If you 
don’t and the bank can 
prove it suffered a loss be- 
cause of your failure to 
notify it, you might have to 
take the loss. 

There may be times when 
you write and issue a check for 
more. than the intended amount 
or you lose a check or it is stol- 
en. The law provides a solution 
for these problems. 

You should immediately call 
the bank and place a ‘stop. or- 
der,” giving the check number, 
the date written, the amount, 
the name of the payee and any 
other helpful particulars. 

Your oral stop order is effec- 
tive for 14 days, but during this 
time you must send a written 
notice listing the same informa- 
tion. 

The written stop order is ef- 
fective for six months and may 
be subject to an extension. 

The bank should, receive no: 
tioe in sufficient time to car 
out your instructions. If not, th 
bank may not be liable if it 
cashes the check. If you find 
the bank still cashed the check 
after your giving proper notice, 
it may :be held responsible for

Clean Environment a DeMolay Goal 


(James Stuart Chapter, Order of DeMolay) 


Building good citizenship, use- 
ful leadership and a better and 
cleaner environment is the goal 
of the Order of DeMolay, an in- 
ternational young men’s organ- 
ization founded on March 18, 
1919, in Kansas City, Mo., by 
Frank S, Land and nine teenage 
boys. 

The organization was named 
for Jacques DeMolay, the last 
Grand Master of the Knights 
Templar, who was burned at the 
stake by King Phillip of France 
on March 18, 1314, as a martyr 
to loyalty and toleration. 

Today, DeMolay members 
strive to carry on the fine ideals 
for which Jacques DeMolay 
gave ‘his life—loyalty and serv- 
ice to God and fellow man. 

Frank Land served as the 
Secretary General for DeMolay 
until his death on Nov. 8, 1959. 
By 1920, the organization had 
grown to 3,000 members, and 
chapters were soon instituted 
from coast to coast and in sev- 
eral foreign countries. 

Today, there are over 2,500 
active DeMolay chapters and 
nearly three million young men 
have taken their obligations. 

DeMolay membership is open 
to any young man of good char- 
acter who is between the ages 
of 14 and 21. 

Although DeMolay © chapters 
are sponsored only by Masonic 
bodies or individual Masons, it 
is NOT necessary that a boy be 
a son or relative of a Mason to 
belong to DeMolay. 

The organization is. governed 
by the International Supreme 
Council composed of over 200 
outstanding Masons located 
around the world. 

Each jurisdiction of .DeMolay 
(normally along state bounda- 
ries) is administered by a vol- 
unteer adult leader known as 
the executive officer. 

Each individual chapter is 
supervised in its functions by 
an adult advisory council. Ex- 
cept for a small staff at DeMo- 
Tay headquarters in Kansas 
City, all other adult leaders in 
the DeMolay movement are vol- 
untary. 

DeMolay’s slogan is 
“Young Men of Action” and 
its theme this year is envi- 
ronmental action. 

Although DeMolay ritual 
and meetings are serious 
and reverent, the organiza- 
tion does not advocate any 


particular creed, but teach- 

es only a profound faith in 

the one living and true God. 

The DeMolay. ritual is what 
sets the organization apart 
from other youth groups, and it 
was written in 1919 by Frank 
Marshall, a prominent Mason * 
and newspaper man in Kansas 
City. It has been termed age- 
less, and is divided into thé Ini- 
tiatory and DeMolay Degrees. 

The initiatory degree is one of_j 
solemnity and consecration, 
during“which the initiate dedi- 
cates himself f@gyphold the vir- 
tues of filial love, reverence, 
courtesy, comradeship, fidelity, 
cleanness and patriotism. 

The DeMolay Degree is a dra- 
matic, and historic portrayal of 
the trials, tortures, and martyr- 
dom of Jacques DeMolay and 
teaches a lesson in fidelity and 
comradeship, 

International and jurisdiction- 
al nrembérship, ritual; efficency 
and athletic competition are 
held for the chapte: Each 
chapter is encouraged to have a 
balanced program of social ac- 
tivities, 

The participation, of DeMolay 
chapters in community projects 
has been extensive and is some- 
times carried out on an inter- 
national basis. * 

Teenage traffic. safety. pro 
grams have been especially suc- 
cessful. These’ involved cam- 
paigns jaimed at making safe 
drivers of all teenagers. 

Such) efforts have received 
high praise from the National 
Safety Council and local law en- 
forcement agencies. 

Other projects that have 
been carried on include 
charitable fund drives, blood 
donations, civil defense, 
anti-Communist campaigns, 
and distribution of safe-driv- 
er pledges, 

The current project is a 
united effort to support en- 
vironmental clean-up proj- 
ects and activities. 

DeMolay does not attempt to 
take the place of the home or 
church, but rather to supple- 
ment, them, The organization’s 
purpose is ‘to offer young men 
of today (1) a wholesome occu- 
pation for spare time; (2) 
worthwhile associates; (3) the 
best of environment; and (4) an 
interesting and complete pro- 
gram of all-around youth devel- 
opment.

GC Steel Pollution Case 
First of Kind in Area 


Widespread interest was de- 
veloping today in a scheduled 
April 6 hearing of air pollution 
charges filed by the Illinois 
State Air Pollution Control 
Board against Granite City Steel 
Co. The case will be the first 
major hearing of its kind in 
this area since creation of the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

The hearing date was sched- 
uled last week in a pollution 
board ruling that rejected a 
dismissal motion by the steel 
firm, based on the contention 
that the legislation creating the 
EPA was unconstitutional. 

@ The steel company has been 
charged with numerous and con- 
tinuing violations of the State’s 
air pollution rules and regula- 
tions dating back to 1967. 

In an opinion ‘written by 
Board Chairman David P. Cur- 
rie, rejecting the dismissal 
pleas, the company was said 
to have “trotted out a medley 
of pre-hearing arguments that 
would destroy the Environ- 
mental Protection Act and make 
protection of the public from 
pollution virtually impossible.’” 

The steel company, represent- 
ed by the Chicago law firm of 
Jenner & Block, had argued 
that the complaint should be 
dismissed on the ground that 
the air pollution acts were un- 
constitutional. 

They maintained that a pro- 
hibition in +the present Act 
against “air pollution” was so 
vague and indefinite as to be 
unenforceable but, in denying 
the motion the Board pointed 
to a recent. decision issued by 
the Illinois Supreme Court 
which upheld a statute giving 
the Metropolitan Sanitary: Dis- 
trict authority to sue to “pre- 
vent pollution” even though 
“pollution” was not defined. 

‘The Company further argued 
that the statutes unconstitu- 
tionally delegated __ legislative 
authority to the Pollution Con- 
trol Board but if this were so, 
Mr. Currie pointed out, agen- 
cies such as the IMinois Com- 
merce Commission, the Indus- 


trial’ Commission, the Mining 
Board, the Department of Pub- 
lic Health, the Department of 
Mines and Minerals and many 
others would no longer be per- 
mitted to operate, and “govern- 
ment could not function if this 
argument were accepted.” 

The company had also sug- 
gested that the Environmental 
Protection ‘Act was unconstitu- 
tional in that it. outlawed the 
discharge of “harmless” con- 
taminants which had an ad- 
verse effect only when combined 
with discharges from other 
sources of pollution. In rejecting 
this position as being “unten- 
able,” the Board pointed out 
that not only had the steel com- 
pany failed to show that its dis- 
charges were in fact harmless, 
but that ‘fno one has a consti- 
tutional right to be the straw 
that breaks the camel's back.” 

The Board ordered the hear- 
ing on the complaint against 
the Company to proceed with- 
out further delay. The hearings 
will be held in the City Council 
Chambers in Granite City.

Arts Council Asked to Give 
$50,000 to River Festival 


S. Leonard Pas Jr., executive 
director of the Illinois Arts 
Council, was asked Friday .to 
provide $50,000 to help assure a 
six-week Mississippi River Fes- 
tival concert series in July and 
August 1971 at SIU-SW 

Peter Pastreich, managing di- 
rector of the MRF and St. 
Louis Symphony, said the grant 
would enable the MRF to plate 
“heavier emphasis on: the edu- 
cational and youth-oriented po- 
tential of the Festival. 

“He related that “‘costs ex- 
ceeding box’ office receipts of 
the 1969 Festival were covered 
by Southern Illinois University 
and the St. Louis Symphony 
Society; for the 1970 Festival 
by SIU, the Symphony Society 
and private contributions. 

“In order to continue the Fes- 
tival in 1971 in spite of the loss 
of operating funds from SIU, 
with increased private support 
and increased support from the 
Symphony Society, grants from 
the Illinois Arts Council and the 
Missouri State Council on the 
Arts are necessary. 

$25,000 from Missouri 

“It is anticipated that the 
Missouri State Council on. the 
Arts will contribute 000 to 
the 1971 Festival.” 

Pastreich noted that 1970 
MRF attendance was 118,000, 
a 34% increase over the 1969 
attendance of 88,000.

Sir Kelly was put 
through his paces and the “bad 
guys” got the worst of it 

Bernie Tedeschi, director of 
the center and three other han- 
dlers, agreed that Sir Kelly is 
one of the most vicious and 
tempermental dogs they have 
seen when he is put on a 
“watch” or “attack” command. 

Tedeschi also commented on 
the dog’s violent reaction to 
anyone but his handler who is 
holding a gun. 

The dog trainers noted that 
Sir Kelly, despite his age of 9, 
is in better physical condition 
than most dogs half his age. 

Sir Kelly and Sgt. Grzywacz 
are widely known to many area 
residents. They have put on 
demonstrations for several 
groups in the Quad-Cities. 

‘The dog is the official mas- 
cot of Explorer Post 10-4. His 
handler is a’ member of the 
adult post committee. 

Sir Kelly's police accomplish- 
ments are many. The most re- 
cent occurred during an armed 
robbery in which three masked 
men held up a grocery store 
and police had one of the ban- 
dits surrounded.
